‘The earliest Pride found in Pennsylvania was Lt. Howard Pride, who on Oct. 17, 1654, was 
a member of a council to decide upon complaints made by seamen concerning their living - 
conditiéns. (Geneal. of Penn. families. * p. 200) 


There were a few more but none pertinent until I found this one: 

On May 19, 1758, Southy Pride was listed in a company of volunteers enlictec by Penn- 
sylvaniafor a campaign in the “three lower counties”. (Penn. Archives, fifth series, 

¥e1, Pe 144): In May of the next year, he enlisted again. (Ibid. p. 279) (cee) 


Knowing that the three lower counties had reference to the three counti<s of Delaware, 
New Castle, Kent, and Sussex, the next search was the earliest possible census of Del- 
aware. In those censuses we found the following heads of families:

Most of these men lived near the town of Lewes, a southeastern seaport. 
At this point a brief review of the early history of Pennsylvania and Delaware is in or- 
der. It is recommended that one read a brief history of these states. 


On March, 16, 1681, King Charles of mgland signed a charter granting the land compri- 

singthe prevent state of Pennsylvania and an area called Delaware to William Penn, At 

this time Delaware had only a territorial status with Pennsylvania and, until the time 

of the Declaration of Independence, was referred to aSthe “the three lower counties” of 
Pennsylvania. 


The three lower counties, New Castle, Kent and Sussex, enjoyed their right to govern 
themselves with little interference from England. They reoognized thc governor .of Penne 
sylvania at Philadelphia as their authority. Persons born in Delaware before the Revolu- 
tion felt that they were Pennsylvanians, born in Pennsylvania. So when our ancestor Bur- 
ton said he was born in Pennsylvania, he was thinking of Delaware as we do of our states, 


There are few records of the early settlement of Delaware. When a non_citizen was trane- 
portedfrom another colony, a person in Delaware paid hia transportation fee. In return, 
the trensportee worked for his benefactor for three or four years. At the end of that 
tine, the transportee was given his freedom, about 50 acres of land, a supply of cloth- 
ing and freedom to travel to whatever area he fees 


Some early Pride arrivals to Maryland and Virginie are listed below: These may have drif- 
ted into Delaware. a

Benjamin Pride was transported to the Isle of eight in Virginia in. 1666. (Nugent, 
Nell. Cavaliers and pioneers, v.11, Pe 367 : 


Benjamin Pride, wife ‘Ann, and their two children, Ann and Benj., immigrateg to Talbot 
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Co.,Md. in 1667. (skordas, G. Zarly settlers of Maryland. p. 374) 


Benjamin ‘Pride was transported to Accomack i Vae, in 1506. (iugent, well. UCavaliers 
and pioneers.p.553) 


These three Benjamins may have been the same person ,since early colonistssometimes re- 
turned to Zurope and later re-entered the new country. Accomack CoO. was only about 40 
miles from the southern tip of Sussex County. 


Thomas Pridex (Pride?) was transported from Virginia to Maryland in 1672. (Skordas, G. 
Barly settlers of Maryland compiled from early vecords of land patenté, 1635-1680.p.374) 
The name Pridex was probably carelessly copied. — : 


On Dec. 1681, Thomas Pride and Thomas Skidmore were listed as jarere in Kent Co, 
De. ee pices and Thos. Sxidmore continued to serve as jurors until 1698. (Court re- 
cords of Kent Co., Des, 1680-1705, p. 67) 


This Thomas Pride was perhaps the same Thomas Pride who had been transported from Vir- 
ginia to Maryland in 1672. He had had time to earn his freedom, had been granted land, 
had drifted as far as Kent Co.,De., peeceeathy to be in Sussex Co., and to become the 

ancestor of some of our Prides. 


In 1704, JOnn Pride died intestate in Talbot Co.,Md. (Magruder, James. Md. colonial ab- 
stracts and wills, etc. v.3. e537) John may have been the son of Benjamin who came to 
Talbot Co. in 1667. ; ; 


In 1776, at the beginning of the Revolutionary War, Delaware became the first state of 
the Union.

There were several other families in eee ee have left Delaware at some time, since 
some of their members appeared in marriages with Burton's sons or daughters in Madison 
and Morgan counties in Alabama.~— Skidmores, Andersons, Zvans, Gray, Gibson. All these 
families were in Delaware. Also the Burtons. 


It has been feit By some that the Burtons and the Prides were connected by marriage in 
some way‘since both used the fwrename "Woolsey". The Burton and Anderson families were 
among the first settlers of Delaware. 
Robert Burton was granted 600 acres of land in Sussex Co. in 1681. (Turner, C.H. Some 
records of Sussex Co.,De. p. 67) 


Woolsey Burton, in 1726, was a Commissioner of Peace between the Dutch and the Swedes 
of Delaware. (Ibid. p. 248) 


wm. Burton was granted 1,000 acres of land in Sussex Co. on the south side of Rehoboth 
Bay. in 1677. (Duke of York records, Pp. 249) * 


Jan Andriesen, a Swede, was granted land in 1646. (Duke of York records . p. 5) 
These are original land records commonly known as the Duke of York records. 


In Sussex Co., in the 1790 census there were 7 families of Prides and about 27 of Bur- 
tons, including several Woolseys.(Pride) About that same proportion of families occurred 
in each census (1800, 1810). yhey settled in the Rehoboth area near the town of Lewes, 
djd some of the Prides. The mother of Burton, ~prwbwebyes, could, of course, have been 
thofoolaey Burton of 1726 mentioned above. Not a statement of fact, only a possibility.

The women folk remembered the Hae coming home 
giving the "Rebel Yell". 

Demarcus bought a work horse to plow but his daughter, Ida Lorene, 
discovered the horse had racing traits and enjoyed racing the horse over 
the country side to the consternation of The family, 

Demarcus Fiske Porter and wife, Mary Elizabeth Peters are buried at 

Good Hope. 

Ida Lorene Porter taught school at McVille, where she met and married, 
John Nealy Pride. They are buried at Salem Baptist Church in Covington 


County, Miss. Where their daughter Idelle Evelyn Pride Pickering lives. 
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John Walker, the emigrant who lived in County Antrim, Ireland, 
brought his wife, Elizabeth Boyd, and four (4) of their five (5) children 
and his Mother to the new country, America. 
They Sailed from Belfast on The Earl of Canigal and landed in 
Baltimore on December 22, 1767. John was 40, Elizabeth, wife, 32, 
. Ch Andrew 12, Thomas 10, Jane 8 and Maeny 5. 
The government gave him 350 acres of land. John was a farmer 
and cattleman and prospered. when the Revelation War broke out young 
Thomas joined and was soon captured ard put in Camslen jail. Andrew 
Jackson the son of a poor widow neighbor was also captured and put into 
the cell with him. A British officer ordered Andrew Jackson to clean 
and polish his boots for him, Andrew refused to obey. The officer 
struck him on the head with his sword, the scar was carried to his grave. 
Thomas Sister Jane decided to carry some zoodies to her brother and 
as it was around 50 miles to the prison and thru enemy territory she select- 
ed their best horse and started early. She got there safely before dark 
and talked her way in to visit her brother and divided food with Andrew 
Jackson and started home at dark. She had gone only a short way before her 
horse went lame. She heard a horse near by that had been turned out to 
graze so she swapped horses and got home safely by morning. The horse she 
took was a British Officer's horse but he never found cut who got his horse. 
Andrew decided to free his brother so he organized a company of his 
father's cow-boy's and as their Capt. they set out to capture enough tories. ( 
to exchange for American Patriots. The going exchange rate then was 13 i 
tories for 1 patriot. Among those released from Camslen were his brother 
Thomas and the future president of the United States, Andrew Jackson.

iy search in Virginia for the early ancestry of Burton 
Pride, your ancestor, has uncovered some additional infor- 
mation which is enclosed as a part of this report. 


irs. Hudson, in We Cousins Volume II, published her find- 
ings of the Virginia Prides and admitted that she had 
found no concrete evidence of the birth or parents of 
Thomas Fride and assumed that he was the father of Burton. 


Knowing that you required documented proof, I retraced tirs. 
Hudson's path and added to it a comprehensive search of the 
whole of Virginia. It may be there but I have found, to date, 
nothing to prove that the Thomas Pride of Virginia was the 
same as the Thomas Pride of WN. Carolina and Tennessee, that 
Thomas Pride was the father of Burton Pride, or that Burton 
Pride was ever in Virginia. 


Former searchers doubted the truth of the statement of Bur- 
ton Pride on his Revolutionary War pension application that 
he was born in Pennsylvania because they found no Prides on 
the 1790 census of that state. 


A brief search of the Province of Pennsylvania prior to the 
birth date of Burton Pride (1758) proved that families of 
Pride, Burton, Burwell, Anderson and Woolsey were there. 


Burton seems to be the strongest and perhaps earliest name 
there during the period and in the area searched, while the 
key name seems to be Woolsey. As I recall, this name occurs 
only in the Burton Pride line and after they were in N. Car- 
olina....not in Virginia. 


Several families of same names came together in N. Carolina, 
Tennessee, Alabama, etc. Some claimed kinship and some denied 
it. Example: From Tennessee Cousins, Ray, p.339 

" Blount Co., Tenn. Nancy Emerson, first wife of Alex 
iicGhee was daughter of Judge Thomas Emerson and his wife Rach- 
ell Burwell (dau. of James Burwell and his wife Ann Jones) of 
Virginia.

The Virginia influence is very evident here. This is the only Valentine 
Pride I have ever found, and I recalj that the first THOMAS BURTON (Sr.) 
of Virginia married Susanna Allen#{ddughter of VALENTINE ALLEN®. .and 
Thomas Burton was brother to John Burton, Sr., whose daughter Rachel 
married PRIDE. Every Pride family of Mass. had a Sarah.

I have many pages of Burwell records but no more in Virginia 
of Sarah/Sallie. 


BURWELL of North Carolina 


I have found nothing of Sarah/Sallie Burwell in North Carolina 
except the marriage to Burton Pride. There is more film on the 
way and still more to order. 


There were Burtons and Prides in Connecticutt, Delaware, together 
with Burtons and Prides in North Carolina. They often appeared to 
be in the same groups. 


This is still being researched.

In my effort to finish the record of Burton and Sally, 

his wife, I asked the North Carolina Archives to send me 

a copy of the marriage bond filed there in Caswell county 
for 29 Qct. 1780...Well they say that he did not marry a 
Sally(Sarah) Burwell but married a Sally BIZWELL. I have - 
not bought the bond record yet. Hope that you have something 
to prove the name. I have read irs. Hudson's account that 

he married Sally Burwell and have correspondence and have 
heard it said that he married Burwell. No where have I heard 
the name Bizwell connected to the Pride name except in this 
mstance. 


The fact is that if we do not find proof otherwise, this is 
a vital record that can shoot us down. If you have proof, xh 
then we can prove this statistic wrong and have it changed. 
If I furnish the birth record of Sarah Burwell and the mar- 
riage record of Burton Fride and Sally Bizwell, then we have 
nothing.

Dear Sweetie Pie and Lum: 


I sure thought that I had troubles, but seems that yours 
are worse than mine. Sorry things have been so bad for 
you of late and hope that everything gets better. 


I was away for a few days. On Friday (June 23) went to 
Dallas. A cousin of mine who was the oldest daughter of 
my Uncle Martin Speed was celebrating her 60th anniver- 
sary of marriage to B. R. Leonard. Her children had a 
chartered bus pick us up there and we rode over to Lake 
Country Club Estates at a small community called Saginaw 
just out of Fort Worth,Texas. Then after the party there, 
returned to Dallas. Was supposed to attend the Luncheon 
at the Sheraton Hotel on Sunday but because of a comedy 
of errors....missed it.

_I2delle, sorry that you thought that I meant for you to 


do any research. What I meant to be asking was if you had 
any records like Bible records or documents stating that 
Burton Pride married Sally/Sarah Burwell. 


I think that the biggest mistake that I ever made in my 
genealogical research was in believing iirs. Hudson and 
others who had published materials stating this was true. 
I had intended to wait until everything else was ready 
and then order this marriage bond to cinch the deal. 


It never occurred to me that books had been written with 
the error of name, which is wayit it is unless there is 
some legal proof otherwise. 


‘This marriage bond is the documentation. It is the legal 


proof, Had we used the Burwell name on your papers, sooner 
or later you could have been challenged with the legal 
marriage bond and have to prove your point or be wrong. 


Since this has come up, it seems impossible to use ths 
anything but the Pride line for your application. Now in 
the Delaware DAR records I have found that some of the 
Pride s were actually Jones. The Pride girl married Jones 
and then in order to enherit from Woolsey and Pride lines 
they changed their names back to Pride. I have three more 
books of the DAR records to come and hope to find out more 
of their names from xx then. 
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I have been through Tennessee Cousins and all those books 
including the Burwells and Cadwalladers. No Burwell among 
the things that I have examined has a marriage between a 


i. vw ** , Burwell and a Pride. Neither does a Cadwallader. 


Major Lewis Burwell definitely has no Prides in his family 
tree. I have examined many generations of these people. 


, They lived in Delaware and had all kinds of fancy names 


for their homes. 


There is a big book of Burwell lines here. There are no 
Prides in any of them. I have found a few Sallys but none 
are of the age for Burton's wife. The Burwells who came 
down from Connectivutt had the one Sarah born 1758. When 
I get tack to North Carolina records I will concentrateon 
the Bizwell name. I had found some there, but had never 
expected Burton's wife to be of that family as she most 
definitely is. 


Do you have any idea where this Sally Burwell name first 
originated? If Mrs. Hudson found it, as she said she did, 
then it had been copied in error from this original hand- 
written copy. I have found other errorsin books when there 
had been typing errors in transcribing. 


Burton seems to have used his X mark on this paper. Did you 
find on his Rev. War record any signature in his own hand- 
writing? 

Another thing is interesting me right now about Thomas Pride. 
I have found another Pride fellow of the correct age and even 
know who he married and he is in the right place at the right 
time. What I hope to find is that Thomas had another name and 
after a certain age decided to concentrate on the Thomas, the 
other part of his name. Mrs. Hudson or no one has definitely 
or legally proved that Burton's father was Thomas or that he 
lived in Virginia. Several times she said she had one of the 
right age and could only assume so...... He may have been in 
Virginia at times just as many other of the Delaware and Mary- 
land people were, but I can just as safely and sensibly assume 
right now that he was not making Virginia his home. 


My time on the Delaware records sure has not been wasted. I 
think that I have found early records of that Speed-Atkinson 
line in Northern Mississippi. Have ordered a will of a John 
Speed of St. Mary's County Maryland, 1639. And I have several 
family trees with the Atkinsons all the way back to England. 
These DAR records gathered from the Historical areas of the 
country are really amazing. 

I am about ready to go on into iaryland records after seeing 
enough of Delaware to know who was there. 


I have been too busy to eat today. Am getting a little hungry 
as the sun goes down.

Please forgive me for my tardiness in replying to your letter of October 12 asking 
whether I might have or know of information which would help you trace your Pride 
ancestors in Blount County, Tennessee, 


I was President of Maryville College, in Blount County, from 1930 to 1961, and leamed 
something about the Pride family. But I fear I do not now have information of very 
much value to you in your project. I do not, of course, have many records here in 
Florida where I have lived these past fifteen years, 


The best living authority on Blount County history (she was living the last I heard) 
is Miss Inez Burns, who has written many articles on the history and people of the 
area, She is a graduate of Maryville College of about forty years ago. Her address 
was and I hope still is, as follows:

I have here a history of New Providence Presbyterian Church at Maryville, published 
in 1921, in which (on page 55) I find this statement: 


"From 1853 to 1865 no record has been found; but it is knowm 

that Col. James Me. Thole, G1 dohn E, Thole, John Eagleton, 

Samuel T. Bicknekk, Samuel Weir, and Dr, Samel Pride were 
members of the Session (Elders) during the pastorate of Mr. Pope." 


Rev, Fielding Pope's pastorate was from 1856 to 1865, closing near the ond of 
the Civil War. I do not find any other reference in the book to Dr. Pride, 


The College was founded in 1819 as "The Southern and Western Theological Seminary’ 

the name being changed to Maryville College after about a dozen years. Unfortunately 
the records were destroyed in a fire shortly before the Civil War and only fragmentary 
lists, made later from memory, now exist. I do not have those pre-war lists here, 


A recent list of the College's living alumni (in 1975) contains the name of one 


Pride..ELizabeth Pride who graduated in 1972. I do not know where her home was when

I waited for your copy of the will of Burton Pride but did 
receive it so I started to send you the information. I did 
receive the information yesterday and ccmplete. 


First, I must tell you how I found this will. As I noted to 

you on the phone, no will for Burton Pride is listed in the 
index. I had also checked the will box but could not find.. 

One of the clerks came and we took the will box apart. We 

did find the will of William Pride. I began talking this will 
apart, hoping that Burton's will was in there. No will. We 

did find the original will but it was among other papers of 
someone else. The index listed on page 415 of Book 5. I knew 
it was not there. The will said (or so the Chief Clerk said "A")

Just a note this morning before I take off for the library. 
Want to let you know that at last I have stumbled over the 
footsteps of Thomaas and Burton Pride. 


It has been a puzzle to me as to why there were no other Burton 
Prides in Virginia. With the family proclivity for using prior 
names for later progeny this posed a question in my mind for a 
long time. 


Small items are so often overlooked and Nirs. Hudson overlooked 
many...and much cannot be said for me either. 


Note: page 235 of Mrs. Hudson's book the small mention of a Wm. 
Pride who received a land grant in Monongalia county. 


(I am so nervous I can hardly type) 


Look at a map of West Vibginia. Monongalia county, at one time 
in Virginia, is located right on the Pennsylvania line and orig- 
inally was also the three lower counties of Pennsylvania.... 
right between those ascending lines for West Virginia. 


Now look on the dividing line between Wetzel county and Monongalia 
and you will see a small town of Burton. As usual the Burtons and 
Prides were together, and this was one of the many locations. 


There is also a mention of Pride, a post village in iiercer county 
which is no longer on our maps but very noted in its day near Pride 
Fort. This is nearer the lower line or south portion of the state. 


We are limited in W. Va. material here so I am off to order film 
through the LDS library.....But here is what has me excited. 


William Pride received 122 acres in tionongalia county 1797. Some 
of the Randolph family from W. Augusta District of Virginia which 
later became W. Virginia were there and William Burton patented 
10,000 acres in Harrison, axe created from Monongalia, in 1786. If 
I order some of these patents they may tell where these people are 
from.....but........In a book called County Court Note-Book which 
contains odds and ends of legal matters I found: " New Englanders 
and others in early Virginia records.... Mr. (Wm.) Burton being 
gon(sic) to Pensilvania" and dated 6 May 1712. 


From West Virginia Estate Settlements , p 61, PRIDE, Wm. Inv. 
4-10-1802 followed by PRDE, Wm. S.B. 11-19-1802. That is all . turd 
From The lionongalia Story,Vol. 2, p 390 , John Pride , private in 


war of 1812 in same company with George Randolph. And p 418, Henry

Thought maybe they had come across from Ohio, but satyed with all 
the material on Monongalia co. W. VA. first. It paid off.

My excitement stems from the fact that of this family I have a 
Burton Pride, the first found other than yours. So contact is in- 
dicated. It remains to be seen if the name Burton in the Pride 
family comes from the Connecticutt influence or the Virginia clan. 
There were none in Connecticutt and very few Thomases. 


There is nothing in our library here on lhionongalia before it be-

Hello Sweetie Pie and Gumdrop: 


It seems so long since I heard anything from you. Sure hope 
you are both feeling better. Had a letter from Anna R. Pack 
after she ordered her Cemetery Census book, 


Seems that this year we get water up to our “you know wheres" 
and then you get water a little higher. We have been threatened 
again with a fresh water drink but it never madeffover to our 
side of town. 


My house is on one of the highest spots in this area so I was 
not at all prepared for water clear over our street and up 
lapping at my front steps.

I'm sorry to have taken so long to write to you again, but several 
things I have been involved with lately have taken up most of my 
spare time. 


As I have indicated to you, so far I have not been able to find 

the proof we need to show the ancestry of Burton and Woolsey Pride, 

or of the exact relationship of the many Prides and Burtons who 
appear to be related. What I will give you in this letter is my 
theory about the early generations, and the sources of the information 
I have. Perhaps you, or some of your other relatives or contacts,

When I first began research on the Pride family, I assumed that ny 
ancestor, Woolsey Pride, was descended from the Prides of Virginia, 
but I could never find anything helpful in Virginia records, Then 

I learned that your Burton Pride was likely a brother of Woolsey, and 
that he said he was born in Pennsylvania in 1758. At first, I though 
this was an error and that he was likely born in Virginia (someone 
may have written "Pa," instead of "Va." as I could find no Prides in 
Pennsylvania. Then I accidentally ran across a man named Woolsey 
Burton who Jived in Delaware, and as Delaware was at one time considered 
to be part of Pennsylvania, I thought it might be that our Prides were 
from Delaware, that one of them had married a daughter or relative of 
this Woolsey Burton, and named a son Woolsey and another son Burton 
Pride. JI did some research in Delaware records and found that there 
were some Prides living there whhab furthered confirmed my suspicions. 


It's my theory that the Prides of Delaware were descended from Benjamin 
Pride, who was brought to Virginia by 1657 (see Cavaliers and Pioneers). 
William Pride, progenitor of most of the Virginia Prides, was in 
Virginia by 1653 and Benjamin and William were likely related, bt I 
have not found just how yet (possibly brothers, or William may have 
been Benjamings father), Apparently Benjamin did not remain in Virginia 
too long, for in Esrly Settlers of is record of Benjamin Pride 
(often spelled Pryde in the early records), with wife Ann, and two 
children named Benjamin and Ann, settling in Talbot County, Maryland - 
record dated March, 1667. The only other early record of Benjamin I 
have found is that;Was an attachment against the estate of Benjamin 
Pride in Virginia in 1668, This may mean that this Benjamin Pride 

had died and that the Benjamin who went to Maryland was his son; but 

I rather suspect that he may have gone to Maryland leaving some 
property in Virginia and without paying some debts, so what estate 

he had left in Virginia was attached to pay the debts. 


I've found very few references to Prides in the Maryland records I 
have checked. Maryland Marriages 1634-1777 lists the marriage of 
Abel Pride to Margaret : >» 17 June, 1704 in Talbot County. 

A Thomas Pride was a witness to a deed in Calvert County in 1725/26. 
The records of both Talbot and Calvert Counties should be checked 
thoroughly for more references to Prides. 


‘. 
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I copied all the Pride references in the book Se 
Delawar obate Records 1680-1800. There was a William Pride (died 
ca. 1790) who married Anna Steel (died ca. January, 1790). They had 
(among other children) a son named Oliver Pride, Oliver Pride served 
in the Revolutionary War in Delaware in 1776/77. An Oliver Pride, 
possibly the same one, is listed in the 1790 census of Edgefield County, 
South Carolina. Then, Oliver Pride and Burton Pride are both listed 

in the 1805 tax list of Blount County, Tennessee which indicates a 
relationship. I have some other Pride data from Blount County, and 

I think probably all of these Prides belong to our line (my Woolsey 
Pride also lived in Tennessee for a time), Oliver Pride is also 

listed in the 1830 census of McMinn County, Tennessee ~ I haven't 
checked other records for hin. 


Another bit of evidence I found which indicates that owr Prides came 
from the Delaware family is that there was another man named Wolsey 
Pride (this name és variously spelled Woolsey, Wolsey and Wilsey) 
who served in the War of 1812 in Delaware! This is not my ancestor, 
Woolsey Pride, as he was in Indiana then, but must surely be a 
relative. ; 


The only other wills or administrations of Prides in Sussex County, 
Delaware are James Pride (1793) and John Pride (1789/1790). I have 
not checked the wills of the other counties in Delaware, but Sussex 
County is where the Burton family lived. 


John Pride (above) had wife, Betty, and children Valentine, John, 
William, Henry, Nancy, Hannah, Rachel and Lizzie. 


William and Anna (Steel) Pride had children William, Inke, Oliver 
Benjamin, Jacob, Anna (m. Williams), Sarah (m. Joseph Sapp). 


I also have the wills and administrations of all of the Burtons in 

Sussex County, Delaware, but nothing in them to show the connection with . 
the Pride family. If we can prove this liniage, I have gathered a 

great deal of information on the Burton family and the ancestry of 

some of thgr wives, going back into England (including a couple of 

Royal liniages). The Burtons, like the Prides, moved from Virginia 
(Accomack County) to Maryland and then to Delaware. They were 

descended from the Southey family of Virginia, and there was a Southey - 
Pride in the militia in Sussex County, Delaware in 1758/59 (born ca. 
1738/38) who must surely belong to our family some way. 


Now, on to Nort# Carolina. According to your Burton Pride, he moved to 
Orange County, North Carolina at the age of five, ca. 1763. According 
to letters to me from Mrs. A.F. Smith, a Thomas Pride was in Halifax 
County, Virginia and in Caswell County, North Carolina, where he was 
granted 300 acres November 10, 1784 (Caswell County was formed from 
Orange Gounty in 1777). In the first tax list of Caswell County, 1777, . 
are listed Thomas Pride and Woolsey Pride. According to Mrs, Smith, 
"some think this Thomas was the father of Burton Pride, but no one has 
proved it that I know of¥), I've found nothing further of this Thomas, 
but in the 17@8 tax list of Person: County, North Carolina (Person 
County was formed from Caswell County) is listed Jinsey Pride, who I 
have conjectured might be Thomas's widow.

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Further evidence of the relationship between your Burton Pride and my 
Woolsey Pride is: 
(2) Burton Pride's son Burton (died 1848/49) named a son Wilsey Pride. 
(b) Did Burton, Sr. also have a son named Wolsey or Wilsey? Mrs. 
Smith indicated that she had data on a son of this name who 
died in Alabama, but she may have been confusing him with 
the grandson of that name. 

(c) A Burton Pride is mentioned in a land record of my Woolsey 
Pride's son, Benjamin Pride, in Pike County, Indiana in 1826, 
showing that the name Burton was used in my Woolsey's family. 
He also had a descendant named Woolsey B. Pride, possibly 
Woolsey Burton Pride in full. 


In your ad, you indicated that Burton Pride had 16 or 17 children in all. 
I only have the names of: Ruth; Jane; Sarah; Henry Carter; Nancy 4.; 
Elizabeth Carolina; William; Burton, and possibly Woolsey. If you have 
the names of any of the other children, I would very much like to have 
them. 


I believe that more evidence, and hopefully, proof, of our liniage may 
be found in the records of: 
Talbot and Calvert Counties, Maryland 
_ Sussex and perhaps the other counties of Delaware 
Halifax County, Virginia (I have nothing on Prides from here, but Mrs. Smith 
indicated that Thomas Pride was here, or had land here - it borders on 
Caswell County, North Carolina). 
Orange County, North Carolina (prior to 1777) 
Caswell and Person Counties, North Carolina 
Blount County, Tennessee 


I'll see what I can find on these counties in our library here, and maybe I 
can order other books or microfilms of records from these counties to study. 


You might be interested in a little about Woolsey Pride. He was quite a 
frontiersman, and there is much written about him in Indiana histories. 
The birthplaces of his children indicate that he went from North Carolina 
to Virginia to Tennessee to Kentucky (where he is listed in the 1800 tax 
list of Jefferson County), and shobi}y thereafter to what became Pike 
County, Indiana, where he is said to have been the first white settler. 
He built a small fort as protection against the Indians. There is a 
Pride's Creek in Pike County named after him. He apparently died between 
1820 and 1830. I don't have the name of his wife. As near as I can tell, 
his children were:

On August 24, 1833, Burton Pride bought 40 acres in 
Morgan County, Alabama, for $240. 

On August 28, 1832, Burton Pride of Morgan County, 
Alabama appeared in court and made oath he was a Revolutionary 
War soldier and applied for a pension under the Pension Act of 
1830. A certificate of Pension was issued July 2, 1833 and 
at the first session of the 1833-1834 Congress payment was made 
to date to Burton Pride from March 4, 1831. He received $150 
at $60 yearly. 

Burton Pride sold his 219 acres in Blount County, 
Tennessee, December 10, 1810, and moved to Morgan County, Alabama, 
the first record of his land purchase is 20 years later on May 18, 
1831. 

It is reasonable to believe he operated a ferry on the 
Tennessee River and acquired his living this way. When he died 
he was in possession of a partial 40 acres which bordered on the 
Tennessee River. But he seems not.to have made his living from 
the land. 

Chief George Colbert operated a ferry on the Tennessee 
River where the Natchez Trace crossed the Tennessee River. He 
operated this ferry before and during the Civil War. He made 
as much as $20,000 per year. 


It is reasonable to assume Burton Pride operated a ferry 
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across the Tennessee River below and east of the Turkey 
Moontan or along the Tennessee River, for the period 1810 to 
1830.
